Producers  delivered  41.1  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  September  1980.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  down  1.2  million  pounds 
from  August  and  were  up  2.8  million  pounds 
from  September  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  38.5  million  pounds. 
Class  1  producer  milk  totaled  39.2  million 
pounds  in  August  and  34.6  million  pounds  dur- 
ing September  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was

Secretary  Announces 
Support  Price  Increase 


The  support  price  for  manufacturing  grade 
milk  containing  3.5  percent  butterfat  was  in- 
creased from  $12.07  to  $12.80  per  hundred- 
weight on  October  1.   The  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture made  the  announcement  on  September  30. 
This  announced  support  price  will  carry  out 
the  current  law  which  requires  the  Secretary 
to  establish  price  supports  at  not  less  than 
80  percent  of  parity. 

At  the  same  time  the  Secretary  announced 
that  there  would  be  no  change  in  the  manufac- 
turing margins  allowed  processors,  or  in  the 
price  at  which  CCC  would  offer  dairy  products 
for  sale  back  to  the  industry  for  unrestricted 
use.   Currently  the  "sell  back"  prices  are 
105  percent  of  the  announced  purchase  prices. 

To  carry  out  the  new  support  level  the 
prices  per  pound  at  which  the  CCC  will  offer 
to  buy  dairy  products  are  as  follows:   nonfat 
dry  milk  -  94  cents;  butter  (at  New  York) 
$1.52;  American  cheese  $1,395. 

NEW  USDA  AGENCY  TO  WORK 
WITH  COOPERATIVES 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  an- 
nounced creation  of  a  new  agency  to  carry  out 
USDA's  cooperative  programs  authorized  by  the 
Cooperative  Marketing  Act  of  1926  and  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Act  of  1946.   The  new 
agency  will  be  called  the  Agricultural  Co- 
operative Service  and  will  be  headed  by 
Dr.  Randall  Torgerson.   Dr.  Torgerson  was 
Administrator  of  the  Farmer  Cooperative  Ser- 
vice until  that  agency  was  merged  into  the 
Department's  Economics,  Statistics  and  Co- 
operative Service  in  1978.

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for 
September  milk  was  $14.56,  an  in- 
crease of  10  cents  from  the  previous 
month  and  91  cents  above  September 
of  last  year. 

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  55.0  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  September  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  down 
1.7  million  pounds  and  5.6  million 
pounds  below  September  1979. 

In  the  September  equalization 
pool,  52.3  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  0.9  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
2.7  million  pounds  below  September 
1979.   Class  1  milk  was  95.13%  of 
the  total  during  September  compared 
to  93.76%  the  previous  month  and 
90.76%  during  September  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  September 
milk  was  $14.76  per  cwt.   The  uni- 
form price  was  up  8  cents  from 
August  and  97  cents  above  September 
1979. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  434  producers  delivered 
153.7  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
437  producers  and  157.6  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  474  producers  and  155.8  mil- 
lion pounds  during  September  1979. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in 
September  were  down  2.5%  from 
August  and  were  1.3%  below  Septem- 
ber of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  11,748  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12, 
and  13.   The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  8,335  pounds  under 
Order  No.  6,  9,807  pounds  under 
Order  No.  12,  and  27,779  pounds 
under  Order  No.  13.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  5  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  3  POINTS 


The  September  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased 
5  points  (1.9  percent)  to  261  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  Contributing  most 
to  the  increase  since  August  were  higher  prices  for  soybeans,  corn, 
milk,  oranges,  lettuce  and  eggs.  Lower  prices  for  apples,  cattle, 
potatoes,  lemons,  hogs  and  tomatoes  were  partially  offsetting.  The 
Index  was  21  points  (8.8  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices, Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  September  15  was  286, 
up  3  points  (1.1  percent)  from  mid-August.   Higher  prices  for  feed, 
seed,  feeder  livestock  and  farm  equipment  were  the  major  contributors 
to  the  increase.   The  Index  for  September  was  31  points  (12  percent) 
higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  91 
for  the  month  of  September  1980.   The  ratio  was  up  1  point  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  3  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

One  purpose  of  creating  the  new  agency  is 
to  separate  the  Department's  promotion  and  de- 
velopmental work  with  cooperatives  from  its 
regulatory  responsibilities  in  administering 
Section  2  of  the  Capper-Volstead  Act.   Under 
Section  2  the  Department  reviews  cooperatives' 
pricing  activities  for  evidence  of  undue  price 
enhancement. 

USDA  TAKES  INTERIM  ACTION  ON  PRICING 
IN  29  MILK  ORDERS 

The  Department  has  established  an  Interim 
procedure  for  announcing  Class  II  milk  prices 
in  29  Federal  milk  orders.   This  interim  pro- 
cedure will  be  continued  pending  a  decision  on 
the  record  of  an  August  12  hearing  on  the 
matter. 

The  interim  pricing  procedure  was  neces- 
sitated by  an  order  of  the  U.  S.  Court  of 
Appeals  which  had  ruled  invalid  the  existing 
announcement  procedure  in  the  29  orders.   The 
Court  ordered  USDA  to  establish  on  the  basis 
of  further  rulemaking  procedures  a  method  for 
announcing  Class  II  prices,  and,  pending  the 
completion  of  these  procedures  to  use  the  same 
notice  procedures  as  for  Class  I  prices.   The 
three  Florida  orders  were  not  included  in  the 
Court  ruling,  and,  therefore,  the  Class  II 
price  announcement  procedure  for  these  markets 
is   not  affected  by  the  interim  procedure. 

Under  the  interim  procedure,  the  Class  II 
price  for  each  of  the  orders  will  be  the  Dairy 
Division  Director's  estimate  of  the  Minnesota- 
Wisconsin  manufacturing  milk  price  for  the 
month  plus  10  cents.   The  Class  II  price  for 
the  coming  month  in  the  interim  action  will  be 
announced  on  the  same  day  that  the  Class  I 
price  is  presently  announced. 

The  Court  ruling  invalidating  the  Class  II 
price  announcement  procedure  grew  out  of  a 
legal  challenge  by  the  Milk  Industry  Founda- 
tion.  In  1970  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
held  hearings  on  the  affected  orders  to  pro- 
vide uniform  classification  provisions.   At 
that  hearing  the  Milk  Industry  Foundation,  on 
behalf  of  a  number  of  regulated  handlers,  pro- 
posed that  the  price  for  Class  II  milk  be  an- 
nounced on  the  5th  day  of  the  month  in  which 
the  price  would  apply.   The  Department  denied 
the  proposal  and  then  the  handlers  took  legal 
action  claiming  that  the  Department  erred  in 
denying  their  proposed  price  announcement 
procedure.
